Junior School Coming. 


The Junior high school is regarded

He believes that the junior 
school has many distinct advantages 
and will be universally adopted. 


The mayor is somewhat in doubt 


as to whether building 
suould be 


started at once or be deferred. He 
said that from a 
monetary stand- 


point it might be advisable to wait 
a year in the hope that the cost of 
materials will be lower, but from the 
standpoint of educational 
facilities 


immediate building is imperative. 


Additions to'the high school build- 


ing will take care of the city's needs, 
in the opinion of Robert Hackworthy, 
member of board of education from 
the Fourth district, and F. H. Fiedler. 


Mr. Hackworthy Urges immediate 


erection of the addition to take care 
of the congestion and then consider a 
junior high school later. Mr. Fiedler

Building Half New. 


Mr. Hawes said that erection of ad- 


ditions to the high school building, 
while they-will take care of the con- 
gestion and provide better education- 
al facilities, may be regretted in the 
future. 'The 
present 
high 
school 


structure is 15 years old. regarded 
as "behind the times" so far as edu- 
ational facilities are'concerned, and 
if modern additions ' are built the 
completed structure will be half new 
and half old. Five years from now 
the present building will be 20 years 
old and probably obsolete, while the 
additions will be comparatively new 
but worth much less than the cost of 
construction because 
they are at- 


tached to an old building. He believed 
that each of the proposed additions ' 
would cost $250.000 and that they 
would never be worth that much to 
the city because the entire structure 
is not new. 


"It would be better to take this 


fresh capital and erect a new build- 


ing, 
modern in every respect, which 


would be abreast of the times rather 
than spend the money in an effort to 
make a new building out of an old 
one." 


New Site Is Better. 


Objection to both the sites thus far 


proposed by the board of education 
was based largely on their cost. Mr. 
Hawes said that in order to obtain 
the land it would be necessary to pur- 
chase a large number of costly build- 
ings which could not be sold at a 
profitable figure because they would 
have to be moved. The site which he 
suggested, however, 
contains only 


two buildings and the loss from that 
source will be a great deal less. The 
original cost also favors that proper- 
ty. Mr. Hawes said. 
The property Is 


assessed at about $20,000 and prob- 
ably can be purchased at from $30.- 
000 to $40.000 as comnared with 
from $."0.000 to $100.000 for the 
other two sites. 


He said that this property had the 


same advantage.* of being near Jones 
park as that possessed by th" Law- 
rcrce street property, in fact it Is 
easier to enter the park from the site 
which he snsge-sted than from the 
other. Mr. Hawes also said that a 
building on that corner will not be 
surrounded by small, squatty build- 
ings, but will be on a high lot, over- 
looking nearly the entire city. 


Near Trade School.

moiv than ordinary concern. It is of such 
public importance that municipalities 
make it their business to provide strict 
••emulations designed to prevent the ac- 
•umulaiion of dirt and refuse, and to en- 
.'oree general cleanliness and conditions 
.vhich safeguard health and enhance the 
ttractiveness of the community. Some 


cities go farther in this direction than 
others in the regulations they set up, in 
the enforcement of the regulations and in 
the cooperation they render themselves. 
In those cities which show the greatest 
progress toward the so-called "spotless 
town" the municipality has assumed a 
considerable part of the obligation itself. 
For instance, we find these cities collect 
garbage, remove ashes and cart away in 
the spring the winter's collection of rub- 
bish. 


The annual spring cleanup has become 


n part of municipal housekeeping the 
same as it is practiced in the home. It 
represents a phase of municipal policy 
which is of large public benefit. Even,* 
person benefits by this cleanup whether 
his premises need it or not, for it is the

epidemics.

vantage and aids the government in its 
efforts to administer affairs for the con- 
structive- good'of the city as a whole. We 
think il is clear that measures which seek 
!o improve sanitary conditions.and the 
appearances of the city from the public 
standpoint are essentially within the pro- 
vince of city government. 


There is no question but what the carl- 


ing away of rubbish by the city without 
expense to the property owner on a des- 
ignated cleanup day would greatly in- 
crease the effectiveness of this work and 
bring about much better results. Any 
properly owner can clean up the yard 
and the house without personal expense 
but he cannot haul the rubbish away 
without expense. If householders will 
clean up their premises thoroughly the 
city ought to be willing to cart the" stuff 
away. II can be done at little expense by 
the citj% and if the street cleaning depart- 
ment is well organized and equipped 
without any additional expense.

able less to the return of peace "after a 
fashion" than to the increased cost of 
seeds, fertilizer and of everything con- 
nected with the undertaking. When the 
price of seed potatoes, for example, rose 
to *l a bushel three years ago people 
gasped and protested. Now. in the pres- 
ence of the demand for *7 a bushel, they 
neither gasp nor protest, but merely give 
up 
flu- thought of planting potatoes. 


There is a feeling that whatever one may 
do one will be shorn and held up, and 
there is a tendency to do nothing. Yet 
one with plots of ground still has some- 
thing to gain beyond healthful exercise 
from a "war garden." Kven at $1 a bu- 
shel potato seed may bring a paying re- 
turn, for a peck carefully planted will 
produce from eight to ten pecks.

fnder the terms of the treaty of peace 


(lermany is not allowed the maintenance 
or manufacture of aircraft for a period 
of six months following ratification, and 
yet. though this lime limit has not half 
expired, there is announcement of suc- 
cessful trial flights at Lake Constance of 
a super-Zeppelin recently completed in 
the government factory at I'riedrichsha- 
ven. The description of this latest tri- 
umph calls to mind the monster Zeppe- 
lin that was built to bomb our Atlantic 
coast cities, with its 775 feet of length, 
six great engines and live Ions of high 
explosives. According to recent disclos- 
ures of the plans of the (ierman general 
staff, the voyage of this lighting monster 
of the air was made "on paper" 367 times 
and two weeks more of war would have 
witnessed the actual attempt. 


The new super-Zeppelin is less tinler- 


esting as one more repudiation of treaty 
obligations than as evidence of Ger- 
many's ability to accomplish great and 
costly undertakings, (ierman propagan- 
da has convinced half the world that 
Germany is starving and ought not to be 
taxed by her victors, yet Germany finds 
money to do what it wants to do. The 
system of world-wide propaganda was a 
greater achievement than the kaiser's 
war machine, and it survives practically 
intact. It works sleeplessly not only to 
benefit Germany but to injure Ihe coun- 
tries of the late anti-German alliance, 
reaching its long and disturbing arm into 
all of them. It is believed to be behind 
the Sinn Fein agitation in the United 
States, for example, hoping to bring the 
two -great English-speaking nations to 
war in order that Germany may rise 
upon their ruin.
